THERE Is one thing, says an ex- 
change, that Biaine will doubtless 
accomplish if the Republicans shal! 

_ elect the next President—for in that 
event he will be either the Presi- 
dent, or the Secretary of. State—and

‘intimate relationship between the 


United States and other American 
nations.. 
Few -people Guiiéeatanid the ad- 
vantage which such a reformation 
would insure. Brazil alone has gn 
area nearly equal to the United 
States; her imports and exports 
~ amount to :bout $200,000,000 annu- 
ally, of which about $90,000,000 are 
exports. The United States takes 
about $50,000,000, (principally cof- 
fee, rubber and cocoa); she imports 
from the United States only about 
$6,000,900, consisting principally of 
flsur, lard, petroleum and some 
maoufaztured goods. Europe fur- 
nished her last year about $100,000,- 
000 of merchaudise, a very lage 
item being manufactares of cotton 
(manufactured in. Europe largely 
from cotton raised in the United 
States). 
<The Argentine Republic bas 
copied our. constitution and many 
of eur laws; its dollars are the 
equivalent of ours; ita,people are 
prosperous and progressive; its 
government is firmly established. 
It asks for closer commercial rela- 
tions, and forthis purpose the Ar- 
gentine Republic established a free 
information bureau in the United 
States of North America; for this 
purpose it offered $100,000 gold an- 
nually, to establish direct mail ser- 
vice to our country. One of its 
large banking firms is composed of 
pure and unadulterated Yankees, 
energetic men of the highest char- 
acter. Horses and caitle are being 
shipped from there here, some of 
them via Europe. Ite foreign com- 
merce amounts to $200,000,000 an- 
nually, of which the United States 
gets about $11,000,000. Our trade 
with South America might be 
made extremely profitable if 
Blaine’s scheme of confederation 
were consummated. 


A California paper wonders, says. 
the Eureka Sentivel, that Senator 
Jones of Nevada did not take a 
more prominent partin the recent 
silver debate in the Senate. That 
is easily accounted for. The amend- 
ment was Senator Stewart’s and it 
was eminently proper that Senator 
Stewart should have charge of the 

, subject on the floor. It is, indeed, 
the customary parliamentary pro- 
cedure for the author of a measure 
todo the principal battling for it 
until itis disposed of. Therule is 
observed in both Houses of Con- 

gress. It would not be viewed as 

_ strictly courteous fora member to 
intrude to the detriment of his col- 
leagues. In other words, each 
member is entitled to his own 
thunder atid.all he can make out of 
it.in the‘nature of popular aggrand- 
izement..; “Senator Jones saw that

THE MINING QUESTION. 
A Topic of Great Interest to Stock 
Speculators. 

The San Francieco Call says: 
The output of the Comstock lode is 
larger than it has been for any 
time for ten years. Pay ore is be- 
ing discovered in mine after mine; 
regular dividends on the best mines 
seem assured, and yet, in the face 
of this, not only is the mining- 
share market in a condition ap- 
pruaching papic, but the volume of 
business is one-half what it was at 
this time last year, when the future 
yield of the lode was a mere —_ 
of conjecture. 

An article published in this col- 
umn a few weeks ago on the sub- 
ject attracted the attention of the 
stock Exchange, and a committee 
was raised to inquire into the causes 
of the anomaly. The Committee 
consisted ef the most responsible 
and couservative members of a 
body which is not, as a rule, over- 


flowing with conservatism or re- 
sponsibility. They were men of 
means. and character. They have 
been in conference with owners of 
mills and trustees of mines, and 
have devoted much thought and 
study to the provlems before them. 
They have discovered that the tack 
they undertook was of much larger 
dimensions than they imagined, 
and they have found out that re- 
forms in this, asin all other affairs, 
are not to be accomplished without 
friction. While they have been 
met with frankness and a spirit of 
conciliation in some quirters, in 
others their inquiries have bcen re- 
sented as impertiuvence and re- 
relled with rudeness. Still they 
have deve some govud. They have 
thrown ligit on matters which 
were dark, and have cleared the 
way for substantial reform hereaf- 
ter. If they are let alove and loy- 
ally supported by the board, as| 
they should be, they will probably 
accomplish something for the 
brokerage business, and may save 
the Exchange from the doom 
which now seems impending. 

The difficult questions in the con- 
troversy tura on mills, proxies and 
the powers of Trustees. At. the 
present time the mines do not own 
their own milla, and the stockhold- 
ers iu the former claim that the lat- 
ter exact so exorbitant a charge for 
milling that tbere is nothing left 
for dividends, To this the mill- 
owners reply that they are quite 
milling to sell their mills to the 
mines for what they cost. ugh ont 
trouble is that the mines have no 
money to ay with, and the stock- 
holders would not submit to be as- 
sessed for the purpose. To ask the 
mill-owners to seil their mills on 
credit would be te ask them to 
guarantee the future output of the 
mines... This seemsa pretty tough 
nut to crack, 

Then the brokersclaim that these 
Trustees who owa the mil!sand run 
the mines are re-elected every year 
by proxies begged of brokers, and 
they propose to abolish or limit the 
proxy system. It is hard to see 
how the right of a mao who has 
stock in his name to dispose of his 

roxy as he pleases can be denied 

y the board. Such an act would 
“4 ultra vires, Ifthe brokers who 
transfer stock te their names do not 
like the way the mines are man- 
aged or can vote out the Trustees 
if they bave proxies enough. If 
the siouktieadste want a change 
they can put their stock in their 
own names, and vote iton election 
pay.

Weare told of cases where a 
large proportion of the stock of a 
company isin the company’s safe, 
and a resolution of the boar author- 
izes the President to sell it at public 
or private sale at hispleasure. This 
amounts to giving him a callon the 
stock at his own price, unlimited 
as to time, and is of course indefen- 
sible. We notice another company, 
which is extracting 100 tons of ore 
per day, and of which the stock is 
nevertheless regularly 50 
centsa share every three or four 
months.. Surely it would be fairer 
to the stockholders to shut this 
mine down, and a court, on proper 
representations, would probably 
order it shut down. Trustees have 
no right to keep a mine running by 
levyivg assessments in order to 
provide for their private mills. 
[t is a wholesome sign that these 
matters should become topics of 
general discussion. On the face of 
it the controversy between trustees 
and brokers seems to bristle with 
werk angles. But they are all at 
eb ap men of sense, and if they 
ocr on discussing the subject they 
wil arrive by aud by at some 
scheme of compromise. The main 
thing, we should suppose, for the 
| brokers, is to prevent their business 
from rom periabing « of dry rot, as it now 
it and the best way 
to do this is to strengthen the hands 
of their com mittee.

New York, April 17.—The brewery | 
lockout has bégun, and more than | 
5,000 brewers, brewery wagon drivers, 
malsters, belpers, wagenmakers,coop- 
ers, painters and apprentices in this 
city, Brooklyn, Jersey City, Newark, 
‘Paterson and Staten Island are out of 


work. 

The financial week of the workmen 
ended at noon to-day, and according 
to the instructions of the unions,every 


brewer in every one of the above 
named cities returned to work as 
usual this morning, aod there were 
few outward indications that the great- 
est lockout that has ever occurred in 
this section of the country would oc- 
cur in a few hours. Just before noon 
the proprietors of each brewery met 
their men and informed them that 
their services were no longer wanted, 
that they had unanimously decided to 
be their own bosses,and would not 
submit to anything dictatorial from 
their men. owever, if the men 
sought ze-omaiey ment as individuals, 
and would nnect themeel ves 
from the unions, they would work. 
The men passed quietly tothe casb- 
iers’ desks afier they h beard what 
the proprietors had to say, received 
their weekly pay and Fi gay orton At 
noontime, according to agreement, 
every brew: ry door closed and busi- 
ness fur a time is suspended.

RENO’S SWEET SINGER. 

Miss Wie. Finlayson’s Triumph at 
the New Engiand Conservatory 
eof Music. , 

The Boston Transcript of April 
7th publishes the following: ‘Ru- 
mor has reached the musical world 
ef a contralto voice of exceptional 
beauty among Siguor Rotoli’s pu- 
pils at the New England Conserva- 
tory of Music. Toan invited gath- 
ering of friends of teacher and pu- 
pil this voice was exhibited last 
evening and in a charming pro-

“Miss Flora Finlayson is a na- 
tive of Nevada and of Scottish de- 
ecent. Her voice, fora contralto, 
is phenomenally ‘‘velvety,’’ sweet 


and sympathetic; the grating and 
guttural quality «rdioarily charac- 
terizing wo large and strong a low 
voice as hers is entirely abaent. 
Both in purity of voice and in 
ne this debutante recalis Mrs. 
Lillian Bailey Henschel and her 
first appearances. Miss Finlayson 
sings, moreover, most musically; 
that is to say, with evident enjoy- 
ment and appreciation of the mu- 
sic as such, thus imparting charm 
and meaning to every phrase, from 
her own conception, and empha- 
sizing the purpose of the composer. 
Under Signor Rotoli’s guidance of 
course, her dramatic expression is 
as tasteful and elegaut as it is ef- 
feetive and forcible, and her enun- 
clation is exquisitely clear, Miss 
Finlayson’s talent belongs clearly 
to the operatic stage, for which in- 
deed she has already received, as is 
understeod, some distinguished en- 
couragements, and from the high- 
est qnarters. Her stage presenee, 
though her tall figure is at present 
extremely slight, is most attractive 
on account of a mobile face, and 
her dramatic instinct is evident iu 
all performances. Last night it 
was ploasant to note the sympa- 
thetic flutter in the Conservato 
and the excitement and enthusi- | 
asm among her school-fellows, who 
are said to idolize her, and who 
fairly buried the piano and the 
stage in costly roses, floral em- 
blems, baskets of flowers, and:

The First Quarts Mill. 

The San Francisco Call, in 
answer to a correspondent, says: 
There have been several claimants 
to the honor of having started the 
firat quartz-mill in Nevada Terri- 
tory, but Thompson & West's 
‘History of Nevada,’ a very com- 
prehensive work, gives it to Dr. 
Elias Branman Harris, now a 


‘physician in this city. Dr. Harris 


isa son-in-law of Hon. James A. 
Stevens of Hoboken, New Jersey, 
of Stevens’ Floating Battery fame. 
He came to California in 1850, and 
after a successful period of quartz- 
mining in Amador county he went 
to Washoe in 1859 and pitched his 
tent in Gold Hill. He decided to 
erect a quartz-mill there, joined 
in the enterprise by C. H. Coover. 


In June, 1860, they left for San 
Franciseo and secured one of How- 
Jand’s nine-stamy portable rotary 
batteries with an engine and boiler. 
The last articles were bought of 
Goss & Lombard at Sacramento. 
ine returned to Gold Hill iu July, 
having ordered the mill, etc., to 4 
shipped forthwith. All the heavy 
machinery was freighted by ox and 
mule teams, at a cost.of four cents 
to five cents a pound, while the 
lighter articles went by pack-mule 
A 
great strife was going onto blow 
the first whistle in the Territory. 
On the 20th of July, 1860, the ma- 
ehinery began to arrive, and it was 
put in place as fast as it came, and 
on August llth Dr. Harris bimself 
started his mill and crushed about 
half aton of ore.
